Gen. GiMnt Las committed another 


error, and one for wbicli there is no 
shadow of justiScition.

true as the telegraph statesthatPresi- 
dent Gr.iut has relieved General Cns- 
ter because of his testimony njjainst 
that miserable scoundrel Belknnp, 
lie has committed an offenso which 
the people will not easily forget or 
forgivo. It is stated tJiat \vlien the 
news got to General Sherman and 
Secretary of War Taft, both weut to 
Grant and insisted that it would not 
do. Sherman -went further and said: 
"Ouster has been my best command- 
er, not only the best man, but the 
only rn.m to lead the expedition now 
fitting against the Indians." To all 
thsir entreaties Grant turned n deaf 
tar, saying: "Ouster came as a YI it- 
ness in the Belknap business to be- 
smirch his administration, and ho 
proposed to stop it." It rnny be that 
Grant and Belknap aro on the same 
intimate terras ns formerly, and tho 
the former desires to shield the lat- 
ter as much as possible. 
If he does 


it will only besmirch the Adminis 
tration so much the more, and Grant 
•will discover tho fact too late. "This 
is a Republic whore the will of the 
people is the law of the land," and if 
the Administration is corrupt it must 
be cleaned ont. The moral sense of 
the people has been awakened, and 
qnickenod, by tho recently discov- 
ered dishonesty of Government 
offi- 


cials, and leiding politicians. We 
feel that a great wrong has been 
done, that onr confidence has been 
abused, that our industry hns been 
robbed, and not knowing that tho 
lower depths of infamy have been 
readied, 
wo are suspicious that 


other man in high, power may be 
equally gnilty: that the stroug box of 
the Treasnrj' is accessible to more 
plunderings; that some other Cabinet 
offioial haa trafficked in bureau fav- 
ors; that every man holding a Gov- 
ernment office considers it a perqui- 
site, and that all who repay gifts by 
official patronage are not as honest as 
they should be. Therefore that man 
•who puta a stumbling block in the 
path that will lead to the catalogue 
showing up these misdemeanors is 
an enemy to his country, and n dan- 
gerous man to be invested with the 
badge of a high office. 


Good New*. 


NEW YORK, May 4. 


Another railroad war, likely to last 


longer and be more disastrous than 
any of its predecessors, has just bro- 
ken ont, the contestants being the 
Erie, Pennsylvania, Baltimore and 
Ohio and Grand Trunk on one side, 
and on the other the New York Cen- 
tral. It is predicted that within a 
few days there will be a break of from 
thirty to fifty per cent on passenger 
rates and freight will be carried at 
nominal figures.
